Nay Maſter Speaker,did theſe men but conſider with 
themſelves, the juſt Indgements of God, that have 
immediately lighted upon the necks of ſuch,as have 
beene the Troublers 0 Kingdomes and Common- 
wealths, whereof they have beenc members, as 
well Tecorded in ſacred writ, as of late times in 
this Kingdome, yet ſtill in treſh memory, they 
would have laid their hands upon their mouths 
and hearts, when they wentabourt to ſpeake or doe 
any thing tending to the diſhonour of Almighty 
God, in innovating of his true Religion,corruptin 
the ſincere Doctrine and Diſcipline of Chriſt an 
his Apoſtles, as alſoany thing tending to thediſho- 
nourand perpetuall deſtruction of his Royall Ma-- 
jeſty, and however, otherwiſe" they may pretend 
the fundamentall lawesand liberties of this King 
dome, the rights and priviledges of Parliaments, 
and the very being thereof: but ſurely Maſter Spea- 
ker, they are altogether benummed and ſtupified 
their coniciences dead and fcered, their lives and 
converſation altogether deyored to the workes of 
darkenefſe , and impurity; their defires altogether 
Senſuall, Carnall, and Drveliſh, forgetting God, 
kicking and 1purring with maliciouincile againſt all 
picty and godlinefle, orc}e,they would never have 
Le Arno, to practiſe ſuch things, as ir is roo t00 
manifeſt they have done. 

Maſter Speaker, I intend to bee biiefe in that, which 
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Tamrto ſpeake concerning the breaches of the pri- 
vitcdges ot Parliament: by 
** Firſt, roinformehis Majeſty ofany proceedings 
is the Houſe of Commons upon any buſinetſe 
whatſoever, before they have concluded, finiſhed 
and made ready the ſame, to preſent to his Majeſty, 
ftorhis Royall aflent, thereupon is a breach of the 
priviledges of Parliament, 

2, Secondly, to mif-informe his Majeſty contrary 
$0 the proceedings in Parliament, thereby to in- 
cenſe and provoke bimagainſt the ſame, is a breach 
of priviledge of Parliament, 

3 Thirdly, to cauſe or procure any information or 
accuſation to bee brought, or preferred without the 
knowledge or conſent of-the Parliament into the 
Houſe, againſt any of:the members. thereof, is a 
breach of priviledge of Parliamene. 

4- Fauithly, to apprehendany ſuch accuſed, toim- 
priſontheir perſons, to ceaſe upon their goods or 
eſtatcs, to proſecute and proceed againſt them to 
their triall and judgement, to condemae or execute 
them upon ſuch accuſation, without the conſentor 
advice of the Parliawent, is a. breach of the privi- 
kdges-thereof, | 
E- Fiftly , to cndeayour tocaſtan cvill opinion of 
ſuch members accuſed into the hearts-of His Ma- 
jeſties loyall SubjeRs , whereby they dif affteRing 
them, may be ready and. willing to put in execution 
any-command or warrant for their apprehenſion, 
and; imprifbament, is a breach of the priviledges: 
of Parliament. 

& Sintly, to come in open Paxliament,for any Of- 


ficer 
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ficer, or Sergeant, todemandand arreſt any ſuch 
member accuſed, be it of high Treaſon, or any other 

.crime whatſoever, without the knowledge of the 
whole Houſe, isa breachof the priviledges of Par- 
liament, 

- Seventhly,to come toa Parliament fitting in free 

.conſultation, affiſted and guarded with Armed men, 
and with them beſctting the Houſe, to demand 
as it were (vi & (arms) ſuch members accuſed, isa 
breach of the priviledges of Parliament. 

#- Eaflly, roprocuretobe ſet forth, orto ſet forth 
under His Majeſtics name, any Proclamation , or 
Declaration, prohibiting the repaire of ſuch per- 
ſonsaccuſed to the Parliament, as members thereof, 
and to apprehend them in what place foever they 
ſhall beefound, without the adviſeandconſent of 
the whole Stateaſſembled, and _ in free Parlia- 
ment,is a manifeſt breach of the priviledges thereof. 

And this Maſter Speakey is all that I have to ſay, 
concerning this dayes buſines, humbly 
leaving theſame to the further 
confideration of this Ho- 
nourable Aſſembly. 
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
